Letter from New Orleans. 



(D.rresponaence of the Uniou Press. 

New Orleans, Feb. 2o, 18G5. 

The topic of discussion in this city is the 
draft. The morning of the Utat inst. the 
draftiii"; couiinencod at >7 ( arondolct street. 
The large ofiioe of Captain Hubbard was 
tilled to overllowing w ith citizens, princi- 
pally of the Fourth District, upon which 
fell the fortune of the draft in advance. 

The modus operand; was simple. A ma- 
hogany cylinder contained the names ol 
about 1,000 men, foreign and native. E -t h 
name was rolled up tightly in a piece of 
blank paper, drawn by a blind boy, and 
handed to an aid, who read aloud the name 
Of tli«' drafted man. At precisely - P. M. 
the ollice closed for the day, there being one 
hundred and seventy live men drafted. 
Muring the whole performance not an ill 

word was azpresswd. Everything passed 
off ia a quiet manner. Several <io\ eminent 
c lerks were dratted, among whom were two 
iu Captain Hubbard's ollice, who were en- 
gaoed in enrolling. 

Next day at lo o'clock the business was 
resumed. S.-vcnti distinguished gentle- 
men were drafted, ,mftn P whom may be 
mentioned Mr. Wrotono.skie, son of the 
praaent Secretary of state, and .Jiuijr,. Ato- 

Ih , L . t-ntlv of the Provost Court. It will 

take three weeautoaaaattaiM who are draft- 
ad. The prooeei of the draft ia alow, bad 
everything is done in an able maifflor, aad 
reflei ts much credit upon ( apt. Hubbard. 

To-day draftino; was again reanmed in 
the Fourth District, l^ight representutives 

of the Lajrlalature, ten or twelve city poliee- 

men, ami two of C'apt. liurke's special de- 
tectives were drawn. I understand some 
of the representatives have declared their 
unwillingness to either go into the tield or 
fumiah aubatitutea. Tliese are the men 
v. ho have voted for the bill to carry out the 
ariahea of Gkn. Oanby. It is about time 
they should do something for their country. 

This draft is no respecter of persons, iu 
one neighborhood forty-live men of consid- 
erable income drew the prize, while the 
poor ones, who almost doubled the rich, 
came off with a draft of two, anil those two 
were so very poor it would be impossible 
for them to procure substitutes. 

The whole number drafted amounts to 
siX) me. i, of whom fully MB are rich men. 
strange to say the remaining :>uo are so far 
below the average standard in life that 
they can scarcely procure enough to keep 
in.iiy and soui together. 

The draft has occas.sioned considerable 
bad feeling in the city. Had the citizens 
been allowed to vote at the Presidential 

• lection it would hsive occasioned none 
u hatover. 

During the canvass the loyal people 
looki d upon the election as one upon which 
which would depend the future destiny of 
t lie country. But they do not think that 
the Goverilinent, alter refusing them the 
privilege of voting on so Important anoo- 
l asion, ought to subject them to military 
service.

JosKPH HoNAI'ARTK AN If TIIK CROWN OF 

Mkxico. — It may not be forgotten that a 
member of the Bonaparte family was offer- 
ed forty vears ago the crown of Mexico.

which surprised aud touched him. A depu- 
tation e>l Mexicans came to him to place at 
his disposal the crown of Mexico. The ex- 
King of Xaples aud Spain answered the 
deputatiou nearly in these terms: '1 have 
borne two crowns, aud I would not take a 
single step for a third. Nothing can be 
more Haltering to me than to see men who, 
when I was in Madrid, refused to recogui/.e 
my authority, come now in my exile to ask 
of me to put myself at their head. Put I do 
not believe that the throne you wish to 
raise up can make you ha ppy; and every 
day I s|>eud on the hospitable soil of the 
United States proves to me more and more 
the excellence of republican institutions for 
America. Preserve them, then, as the pre- 
cious gifts of Providence. Put au end to 
your intestine finer rale) imitate the United 
Slates, and look out among your fellow- 
citizens for some one more capable than I 
am to play the great part of Washiugt ui. " 
— [(Kuvres de Napoleon III., vol. 2. 

The Commissioner ol Internal Revenue 
has made the following decision: Letters of 
attorney made in the United States, and 
sent to the attorney residing abroa 1 where 
the powers conferred are to bo executed, do 
not require a stamp. The mere execution 
of an instrument does not impose any duty 
in relation to the stamp. If it is stamped 
and delivered according to the law in the 
couutry where the delivery takes place it is 
enough. At all events no stamp is required 
by our law. If, however, a letter of attor- 
ney is made aud delivered in the United 
States, though the power conferred by it is 
to be executed in a foreign swuntry, i 
should be stamped when delivered.

The I'.vil Influence of Slavery upon Ken- 
tucky. 

!Y**B the B*jMsas**j t'lipp r., 

Kentucky gets along very slowlv in con- 
ning the lessons of this great conflict, for 
she, too, like our neighbor, Delaware, 
touched by the same evil influence growing 
out of slavery, has rejected the recent 
amendment by Congress to the Constitu- 
tion abolishing it. We say she learns slow- 
ly, because it would seem that notwith- 
standing the fact that her soil has been 
stained all over with the blood of her chii- 
dren doing battle because of slaverv, sue 
still Insists in clinging to it, defending it, 
and in taking her stand, to that extent, on 
the side of those who have attempted to de- 
stroy free government in its interests. Rent 
asunder— as it were— by the presence of this 
terrible agent, divided against herself as if 
torn by evil spirits, not a mail arrives 
thence that does not chronicle the most 
frightful murders, outrages of citizen ujion 
citizen, crimes so frequent aud so hideous 
in their singular atrocity, that the legends 
of "the dark and bloody ground" of Indian 
raids and butcheries in the olden time, pa h 
beb >ie the horrible array. 

An the worst of it appears to be, that 
these terrors and outrages Inrmaari. after it 
is plainly demonstrated that so far as the 

reanlta of the great conflict are concerned, 
the condition of Kentucky is fixed; fixed as 

completely ai is that of Maryland or any of 
the states that have taken iheir stand on 
the side of the Government. And there is 
something that approaches the awfully 
mysterious, in the inlluenee that can v. ' 
make her shut her eyes to facLs and reanfts 
plain it would seem to all the rest of lite 
world, that slavery having dest roved itself 
by its own madness, little is left tor anv to 
do but to bury it away out of the sight of 
men. . 

We repeat it, Kentucky h»arns but slow- 
lv, since not only has the war taught her 
Little Of what la for her peace and ^perma- 
nent good, but she has even abjured the 
sentiments largely entertained, the advance 
made nearly a score of years ago. Taking 
the views of the leading men there as some 
evidence of what had been achieved in es- 
timating iter true iuterests, recurring to 
movements had in her legislature as far 
back as lSoO, and her movements have been 
rather retrograde than otherwise, and she 
has thus— we say once more learned little 
from the terrible lessons of the war. 

And to prove that this is so, we need only 
■ luoto from an article in the LouisviUe 
Courier of February, 1840. that print which 
at a later period abjuring its old ponttionato 
become the special champion of slavery 
and the rebellion, went through a series of 
ignominious llights, to. perish, at last, w e 
believe, somewhere in Tennessee. At that 
pe>iod-"18e> there had been sundry move- 
ments in the Kentucky Legislature looking 
to emancipation; and although they faileoL 
they looked promising enough.it appeara, 
to call forth the following from the print in 
• piestiou: 

"Emancipation is not dead in Kentuckv, 
nor is it likely to die Such principles aait 
haa never die, nor can they- be killed. Nor 
tlo its enemies believe for a moment that it 
is dead. If they believed so, they w mid 
n it tear to submit the question to the people 
I h. inselves for a direct decision. We dare 
the enemies of emancipation to submit the 
queetiofl to the people of Kentucky, so that 
they may vote on that question aloiie. They 
know better than to trust themselves thus 
to the voice of the people. They prefer 
braggartism, noise, confusion, and procla- 
mation of the death of what they dare not 
meet In open encounter. This is" their wis- 
dom and perhaps their best policy." 

"We prefer, as Mr. Guthrie did, in his 
great apeeeh in answer to Kobert Wickliffe, 
emancipation to making Kentuckv a 
frontier slave State to light the battles of 
the South. The spirit of renovation is alive 
and in vigor, and must go forward in its 
onward march. We are decidedly in favor 
of emancipating Kentucky from the incu- 
bus that has weighed her down im nMny 
years, and from the awful dangers that 
threaten her more strongly now, than they 
ditl when Mr. Guthrie so clearly and tri- 
umphantly pointed them out in the debate 
to which we have referred." 

Now who would suppose that these brave 
words found currency in Kentucky as far 
hack as lsi'i— some sixteen years ago— and 
is it not clear that notwithstanding theter- 
ri ble experiences of the intervening period, 
that la one sense, Kentucky has made no 
advance? And yet, there is no place to- 
day where slavery is nearer extinction— 
practically. Her Governor admits its use- 
hssness, the fact that as an institution it is 
done for; but with all this plain, the marvel 
is witnessed of a lack of power lo deal with 
its remains, to rid the State of that which is 
only proving the direst curse in causing the 
extremes! ruin, the continuous bloodshed 
of its citizens. 

In view Of all this, Maryland haa cause 
again and again to congratulate herself on 
her marked good fortune in being rid for- 
ever ot so terrible an agent of discord, of 
d image to her !>est interests. Looking at 
the preprint condition of Kentucky, how 
much more wisely has Maryland acted, in 
grappling at the hrst pomble chance af- 
forded to do so, with an evil so eminently 
calculated to divide her people, to turn the 
hand of citizen against citizen in deadly 
and continuous conflict. And yet, had cer- 
tain persons here had Iheir way, hail all 
been content to permit slavery to keep its 
forces together, to marshal them under Ihe 
"gradual emancipat ion" policy for a longer 
conflict, there is no knowing now, when we 
been rid Of our troubles, or 
when we should fairly have been launched 
on a more fortunate career. 

The war has demonstrated a degree o'' vi- 
tality iu slavery no one believed it pOBBOaa 
ed. Dad as its case has been for two or 
three years past, facts demonstrate that 
there are yet numbers in the country who 
still believe that behind and beyond all 
these deaperate conflicts it has yet In some 
portions of the couutry a future. This idea 
must be rooted out. The demonstrated 
cause of all our troubles— aud the struggle 
and the evils upon Kentucky at uroaont 
demonstate its horrible inilueuce— it must 
receive no quarter in these closing contests 
from any friend of his couutry, from any 
lover of his race. Fortunate as we have 
been In Maryland, we should lend our in- 
ilueuce to the sweeping tide of public sen- 
timent accumulating everywhere to doom 
it to destruction; and desperate as may be 
its struggle, it canuot be long before its end 
will be" pronounced amidst the acclama- 
tions of the world of enlightened huuiuui-

agents, or employees of the Post Ollice De- 
partment, who are in default or delin- 
quency, a warrant of attachment may is- 
sue aganaat all property, real and pers oaa • 
possessions, and rights legal, equitable, 
and contingent, belonging to such officer 
and his sureties, or either of them, in tie 
following ca MB] 

First. Wh. n any such officer, agent, or 
employee, and his sureties, or eitle r 01 
them, has, v. ithin the meaning of the act oi 
July seventeen, eighteen hundred aud six- 
ty-two, chapter «»ne hundred audnineiY- 
tive, and the proclamation oi the President 
in pursuance thereof, dated the Ivv eut \ - 
fifth day of July, eighteen hundred ami 
sixty-two, participated in, aided, abetted, 
or countenanced any rebellion against tie 
United Stat. -.

The word filibuster is derived from the 
river Vly, in Holland. In the seventeenth 
century, small, fast-sailing vessels, of about 
one hundred tons burden, were built on 
this river, and such a boat was called by 
the Dutch a Vlyboot. They soou became 
known iu Euglaud as tly boats, a term 
which was transferred toSp'anish as.rlibote, 
or by a softening of the first syllable, as 
tilibote. The buccaneers of the West Indies 
found these light Dutch vessels exactly 
suited to their service, and, from their using 
them, the French cruisers gave these pi- 
rates the name of Hibustiers or filibusters, 
an appellation subsequently introduced in- 
to several languages. The Vly boot of Hol- 
land occupied two hundred years ago the 
same position in navigation that is 
held by the American clipper- ship.

incipient part of the Constitution, and th< ir 
relations to it have become precisely the 
the same as to any other i»ortion of that 
hist rument. 

For the same reason Stales that have rat- 
ified the amendment have passed il on out of 
their reach: have made it, so far as they are 
concerned, a part ot the Constitution, and 
can take no further action upon it. Hut a 
State thai baa declined to ratify has very 
obviously taken no such final and irrevo- 
cable step. And for the simple reason that 
the fad which makes au affirmative vote 
final, is lacking in the case of a negative 
vote. 1 1 is not because a State has decided 
«uch a .juestion one way or the olher, that 
its action is irrevocable, but because in act- 
ing affirmatively, it has in the very nature 
of things uiade a concession to the nation 
w hich cannot be recalled except by the con- 
sent of the nation. It is like a rachet-w heel. 
It can move in but one direction. 

The flourish of indignant repudiation 
with w hich our patriotic legislature thought 
they were strangling the amendment agita- 
tion in Kentucky, has the force of exact ly 
nothing at all. The question is open and 
but one act can close It. We can offer no 
consolation to our "snubbed" and astou- 
iahai copperheads. We see nothing that 
can appease their disgust and alurui al the 
prospect of having this question "contin- 
ually thrust hafaia the people." We pledge 
them to do our best and utmost al the 
"thrusting" business. It will not be our 
fault if this "perpetual agitation" subsides 
before the intolerable nuisance, burden, 
barbarism and abomination of slavery is 
swept from the State, and our glorious old 
commonwealth has an "oj>en way" for the 
development of her latent resources of 
wealth, pro-perity, and power.

What Ik the '->louroe Doctrine." 

[Tor tl.«- Union P«a»J 

According to the best authorities before 
me, the Monroe Doctrine was, 

That DO portion of the American Conti- 
nent was henceforth to be considered open 
to colonization asunexplorcd or unoccupied 
territory; that the American Continents 
were no longer held open to colonization as 
derelict territory, capable of occupation by 
right of discovery and settlement; and that, 
while the t inted States would consider any 
attempt on the part of the allied powers of 
Europe to extend their system to any por- 
tion of this hemisphere as dangerous to our 
peace and safety, the I 'nited States purposed 
no interference with the existing colonies or 
dependencies of any Furopeau power. 

The same authorities limit the "doc- 
trine's" purport and scope thus: 

L The Monroe declaration of 1823 had 
but two phases, and iu so far as it related 
to the threatened holy alliance latervao- 
tion in the Spanish-American States' con- 
cerns, was intended to meet a particular 
contingency of events, and therefore passed 
away with the occasion which called it 
forth. 

2. The Monroe Doctrine, in so far as it re- 
lates to the colonization of the American 
Continents by any Furopean power, was 
not intended to bind the ITniteaStaMa to 
guard the New World from such occupation 
by Furopean States; but was intended to 
indicate, us an important principle of 
American public policy, that "each State 
should guard by its ow n means against the 
establishment of any future European 
colony" within the jurisdiction of its llag. 

This declaration of President Monroe ■ as 
not intended to be, was not, nor could have 
been, in any of its aspects, a pledge com- 
mitting the Government of the I'uited 
States to any line of jHilicy beyond that 
which seviin d e\p 'i!:.-nt and necessary at 
the lime of its announcement. Mahco.

A most horrible nataa 
trophe had OOOHUed in the morning, w hicli 
had lerrilied all. 

The depict of the Northeastern Railroad 
Bad baatJ blown up and a larj>e number of 
lives lost. In this buiidiug a quaiitity of 
fHrtrfcWaa and ke«s of powiier had been 
stored by the lebMB, and as tlfeBjr had not 
lime to remove it they left it unprotected. 
A uunbat of men, women and children had 
collected to v. atch the burning ofaquaatiry 
of eottOH in the radroad yard, whieh th" 
rebels had lired, ami during the conllagra- 
lion a unmlier of boys, while running 
about the depot, had discovered the pow der. 
For the fun of the tiling, and without real- 
izing the danger they incurred, they bagan 
lo take Hp handful* of loose pow der and 
cartridges and bear them from the depol to 
the mass of burning colton, on which they 
would ding them, and enjoyed a deal of 
amusement in watching the iiasl.es of the 
powder and the strange . di ets on UM < Otton 
a« it was blown hither and thilher by the 
explosion of the cartridges. 

Quite a number of Doya aoOH became en- 
gaged in this dangerous pastime, ami 
speedily tba BOWner running from their 
banda fiarmeu a train upon the ground 
loading from Ihe lire to the main auppUaa 
of powder in the depot. The result is easi- 
ly i-onjectured. A spark ignited the pow der 
iu the train, there was a leaping, running 
line of tire along the ground, and then an 
explosion that shook the city toils\e:y 
found atlona from oue end to theother. The 
building w as in a second a whirling mar 
of ruins, iu a tr ■meiidou^ volume <>l limn ■ 
and stuoke. A report rivaling lleaven'u 
artillery foUowad, and then a silence en- 
sued that made every one tpaanbta and hold 
his breath. Ha) cause of the tremendous 
explosion soon became known, and a rush 
w as made for ttie scene of tho catastrophe. 
Such a sight is rarely wituessed. The 
building was in ruins, and from the burn- 
ing BJHHH arose the agoui/.ing cries of the 
wounded, to whom little or no assistance 
could be rendered by the paraiy/.ed s; i< tu- 
tors. Many, woundinl by the Hying frag- 
ments of the building, were removed 
front the additional danger of the lire; 
but those in the depot or immediately 
about it were irretrievably lost. One 
by oue was reached by the furious 
HaiUlOB. the supplicating voices, and the 
fearful, agonizing groans thai appalled 
the stoutest heart died away and ceased, 
and charred remains only were left by the 
devouring element as it moved on to new 
victims, who soon passed amid that horrid 
scene lrom life to death. Language cannot 
adequately describe the terrible nature or 
the scene. The cries of aid and rescue from 
the wouuded within fell upon w illing ears, 
but nothing could be done to assist iliem, 
or even to alleviate the final pangs. The 
Haines, like a fabled monster, strode on. 
licking up everything inllaminable, ami 
enveloping its victims in its riery and dead- 
ly embrace. Fortunately the sufferings of 
the unlortuuato creatures were not pro- 
longed. The work was done qniekly, and 
soon every voice w as silenced, every moan 
hushed and every spirit gathered to its 
maker. The horrors ot the BOene will never 
fade from the minds of those w ho w ere so 
mi fort on ite aa to witnaaa it, ( >\ er one hun- 

dsed and Hfly are said to have been chai r, .i 
in thai Jiery furnace, and a hundred BBBU 
were wouuded more or less seriously by 
the explosion or burned by the lire.—

Thk Flood Abating.— Thk Rivkr has 
been steadily rising since Sunday evening, 
haviug swollen in the twenty-four hours 
eudiugwith o o'clock last evening fully 
three feet, submerging the first lloor of all 
the houses along Water street. From 7 A. 
If, yesterday uutil 6 P. M. the river hud 
risen twelve inches, which was an abate- 
ment of fully au iuch per hour. The 
weather continues clear, with a heavy, 
white frost yesterday morning. 

I p to yesterday morning the actual aver- 
age rise" of the water was two inches per 
hour, but during the day yesterday the rise 
had fallen off to one inch per hour, and we 
think bv this evening the river will have 
attained its highest point. .Last evening at 
dusk it was lully thirty inches lielow the 
freshet of the winter of I0M, and some three 
feet below the high water mark of ltej9, 
with fully lifty-four feet water in ibe chan- 
nel at the foot of the falls. 

The great Hoods in the Ohio river were in 
the vears ls:;^ aud l*47,the former the high- 
est i.v eight iuches. The water then was 
I from ten to twelve feet higher than now, 
and INMJ the present indications the pres- 
ent freshet will attain its highest poiut to- 
day, and the resident- along ihe river need 
( not apprehend much more of a rise, proba- 
bly two feet.
